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SUMMARY  OF  THE  CONTENTS  . 

Winter  wheat  area  increased  this  year  in  France  and  Bulgaria,  "but  decreased 
in  Rumania  and  C z. e c a o s ] . ■-■  v aki a.     The  winter  wheat  area  of  Franco  this  year  is 
12,939,000  acres  as  cellared  with  11,359,000  acres  last  winter,  and  that  of 
Bulgaria  is  2,073,000  acres  as  compared  with  1,319,000  acres  in  1921.     In  Rumania 
the  acreage  this  winter  is  4,304,000  a:>res ,  or  a  decrease  of  668,000  acres.  In 
Czechoslovakia  the  area  is  1,286,000  acres,  or  a  decrease  of  81,000  acres  from 
last  year. 

The  most  important  orange  -producing;  countries  include  the  United  States , 
Spain  and  Japan,  cased  on  such  figures  as  are  available.     The  United  States  ranks 
first,  having  a  crop  of  24,900,000  boxes  in  1922.     Spain  ranks  next  with  a  pro- 
duction roughly  estimated  for  the  Valencia  section  alone  of  about  11,300,000  boxes 
in  1922.     Japan  ranks  third  with  a  production  in  1920  of  about  6,300,000  boxes. 
The  orange  crop  of  Algeria  for  1922  is  reported  to  be  about  half  as  big  as  that  of 
1921 

Spain,   Italy  and  the  United  States  are  the  heaviest  exporters  of  oranges.  In 
1920  and  1921  Spain  exported  7,000,000  boxes  and  12,000,000  boxes,  respectively,  as 
compared  with  16,000,000  boxes  in  1913.     Shipments  from  Italy  for  both  1920  and  1921 
were  close  to  3,000,000  boxes,  this  amount  being  only  a  little  less  than  for  the 
pre-war  year  1913.     In  1921  the  United  States  exported  over  2,000,000  boxes  or  more 
than  double  her  exports  in  1913  and  45  per  cent  more  than  her  exports  in  1920, 

Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  about  the  same  in  1921  and  1913  or 
approximately  8,000,000  boxes.     The  imports  into  France  amounted  to  3,000,000  boxes 
for  both  of  these  years. 

The  lemon  production  of  the  Italian  Island  of  Sicily  for  1921  is  roughly 
estimated  at  6,700,000  boxes,  which  is  core  than  the  total  United  States  production 
of  1919  which  amounted  to  6,585,003  boxes.     The  lemon  production  of  all  Italy  is 
not  reported  but  the  production  of  lemons  and  oranges  combined  in  1919  amounted  to 
17,400,000  boxes,  which  is  know n  to  be  mostly  lemons. 

Tne  bulk  of  the  lemons  entering  into  the  world  trade  are  from  Italy.  Her  ex- 
ports in  both  1920  and  1921  were  approximately  4,000,000  boxes,  which  was  dbout 
half  the  pre-war  figure  of  8,000,000  boxes. 

Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  1,000,000  boxes  in  1921,  »s  com- 
pared with  700,000  boxes  in  1920  and  900,000  boxes  in  1913.  After  the  United  King- 
dom, Germany  and  the  Netherlands  are  the  heaviest  importers  of  lemons. 

The  hay  crop  of  Scotland  increased  this  year,  amounting  to  1,010,240  short 
as  compared  with  880,320  short  tons  in  1921.     Tne  fodder  root  cror ,  on  the  other  ■ 
hand,  decreased  from  8,027,600  short  tons  last  year  to  7,7^4,240  snort  tons  in  1922.

The  most  important  crons  of  Spain  V7ere  smaller  this  year  than  last ,  wheat 
production  amounting  to  125,478,000  bushels  or  19,672,000  "bushels  less  than  the

bushels  less  than  in  1921,     Corn  production  amounted  to  26,332,000  bushels  an  in- 
crease of  1,935,000  bushels  over  the  1921  crop  and  the  rice  production  amounted 
to  373,333,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  17,364,000  pounds  over  the  crop  of  1921. 

All  grain  contracts  are  to  be -in  terras  of  weight  in  the  United  Kingdom.

Tbe  number  of  cows  in  milk  in  New  South  Wales,  Australia  in  1921  numbered 
475,785  as  compared  with  419,732  in  1920  and  620,730  in  1912. 

The  total  milk  production  of  Denmark  in  1921  was  estimated  to  be  7,055,000,00 
pounds  as  compared  with  an  average  of  7,716,000,000  pounds  in  the  pre-war  period. 

United  States  butter  markets  are  strong  relat ive  to  English  markets.  The 
import  duty  of  eight  cents  per  pound  has  not  prevented  the  diversion  since  October 

1922  of  Danish  butter  from  .London  to  New  York. 

ORANGES  IN  SPAIN. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  octal  acreage  planted  to  oranges  in  Spain  is  225,000 
acres.     Of  this  amount  100,000  acres  are  in  the' Levant e  section.    About  50,000  acre^ 
of  this  district  is  within  the  province  of  Valencia.     It  is  stated  that  the  annual 
production  in  this  district  is  approximately  440,000  short  tons  of  fruit.*

bitter  oranges,   100,000  to  120,000  boxes,  sweet  oranges,  90,000  to  110,000  boxes. 
Under  favorable  conditions  about  three-fourths  of  the  citrus  fruits  are  exported,  t  .< 
remainder  being  disposed  of  in  the  local  markets.     Great  Britain  is  the  principal 
market  for  the  fruit  exported.

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THE  CORN  SALES  ACT  OF  1921  IN  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM. 

The  Corn  Sales  Act  of  1921,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1,  1923, 
provides  that  all  contracts  for  the  sale  of  grains  in  the  United  Kingdom  shall 
be  null  and  void  unless  made  "by  weight     only  and  in  terms  of  or  by  reference 
to  the  hundred-weight  of  112  pounds.     This  ends  the  practice  -which  has  been 
prevalent  for  many  years  of  recognizing  different  weights  in  different  district 
as  equivalent  to  a  quarter  or -bushel  of  wheat  or  other  grain.     The  commodities 
included  in  the  Act  are  wheat,  barley,  oats,  rye,  corn,  and  the  meal  and  bran 
derived  from  them,  and  also  to  dried  peas,  dried  beans,  linseed,  potatoes, the 
seeds  of  grass,  clover,  vetches,  swedes,  field  turnips,  rape,  field  cabbages, 
field  kale,  field  kohl-rabi,  mangels,  beet  and  sugar  beet,  flax  and  sainfoin. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  do  not  apply  .  to  grain  which  at  the  date  of  the  con- 
tract is  not  within  the  United  Kingdom,  or  to  grain  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom  as  long  as  the  grain  remains  in  the  warehouse  where  first  stored'  on 
importation,  or  in  cases  where  the  contract  provides  for  delivery  in  the  orig- 
inal bags. in  which  the  grain 'was  imported,. or  to  grain  bought  or  sold  for  ex- 
port froin  the  United  Kingdom,

The  quan 
tity  of  milk  weighed  in  1921  averaged  Us, 000, 000  pounds  per  dairy  against 
HO, 000, 000  pounds  the  preceding  year.     The  total  milk  production  in  Denmark  in 
1921  is  estimated  at  7,053,000,000  pounds  against  7,716,000,000  pounds  in  the 
pre-war  period  and  3 , fUf } 820,000  during  the  war  years  when  the  fodder  was  poor- 
est .
